Allred reported that the almost 
bare range in that sector has 
suffered its worst blow' damage in 
more than 30 years. 


“There is little or no grass 
cover on much of this land to 
prevent blowing,” Allred said. ‘The 
winds has been lifting dust from 
the range into the air and whip­ 
ping sand along at ground level.” 
Merrill said severe soil blowing 
can normally be expected to end 
about this time. However, with 
drouth conditions still prevailing 
over much of western Texas and 
Oklahoma,

Maybe the following will help 
you understand more about the 
National Farm Loan Association. 
The organization of the N F. 
L, A. goes back to 1916 when cong­ 
ress passed the Federal Farm Art 
which called for the establishment 
of 12 Federal Land Banks in the 
United States. The Federal Land 
Bank of Houston was chartered 
to serve the State of Texas The 
Land Banks began with borrowed 
government capital but all 12 have 
repaid these loans, plus interest, 
and are now totally owned by 
formers and ranchers who are 
borrowers in the National Farm 
Loan Associations. 
____ 
The Comanche N. F. L. A was 
organized in 1917 and covers Co­ 
manche County as its servincing 
area The association has a five 
member board of directors who 
are all borrowers an dare elected 
by the other 
members. 
These 
directors include; J. A Lightfoot. 
president; G.*P. Dudley, vice-pres­ 
ident: and L. T 
Cunningham. 
W C. Pettit, and J. V. Lee, board 
members. 
The directors in turn, elect the 
secretary-treasurer. 
the 
office 
I assistant, a loan committee of six 
members and an investigator for 
the loan committee. 
The

who

the association three years. Mrs.

Fede-■ 
"auk loans may 
be made to any person acitvely en­ 
gaged in or who soon proposes to 
i become engaged in,* farming or 
ranching operations. Loans may 
be made for the purpose of farms 
or ranches, equipment, fertilizers, 
and livestock, also, to construct 
and repair farm buildings, and to 
refinance 
existing 
m o r tgages. 
j They can also be made to provide 
funds for 
general 
agricultural 
i purposes 
such 
as 
conservation 
'fanning. The Land Bank accepts 
as security, farm and ranch land 
plus the improvements thereon. 
Loans are presently made up to 
sixty-five precent of the appraised 
normal agricultural value of the 
security offered and not exceeding 
$100.000 to any one individual. 
The loans are made repayable in 
small annual or semi-annual in­ 
stallments in terms up to 341 * 
years and at a permanent interest 
rate of four percent per year. A 
loan may be paid in full or in part 
at anytime without penalty. 
Each borrower-member owns a 


j stock in his local N. F. L. A. equal 
to five percent of his loan and all 
profits go back to the members, 
which has the effect of reducing 
net interests to members to less 
than three and one-half percent 
per annum. 
A few years ago, the local asso­ 
ciation was not able to make loans 
on the sandy areas of Comanche 
County. Due to conservation prog­ 
rams which include cover crops. 
Contour farming, terracing, and 
good soil conservation practices, 
in general, they are now able to, 
and are, making loans on these 
areas. 
As secretary-treasurer of the 
Comanche N. F. L. A. and as a 
man who has a farm of his own, I 
believe that 
good 
conservation 
practices increase the value of a 
farm and help the farmer hold the 
soil that he has and the moisture 
that he receives. A conservation 
farmer is better able to get a loan 
and better able to pay it back as 
the payments come due. It helps 
lum and his family live better and 
have a better outlook on life.

Gas V/ell'Does Variety of Farm Jobs 


Although m ost farm s are located beyond city gas m ains, they ran now have their own “backyard gas 
well” to supply fuel for a wide variety of im portant jobs. Liquefied petroleum gas is delivered to the cen­ 
tral supply system . Stored as a liquid, the fuel changes to its gaseous state when used. L arge am ounts 
of LP-Gas (butane, propane, bottled or tank gas) can be stocked because one volume of liquid ex­ 
pands to about 270 volumes of gas. The fuel is also used by millions of farm fam ilies to operate m odern 
household appliances, including autom atic ranges, w ater heaters, clothes dryers, incinerators, refrig­ 
erators and heating plants.

Wind erosion is the topsoil be-

; wind rips the soil from the earth 
and blows it into the air.

j dust. We must not let this happen 
I to our soil if we expect it to pro- 
i duce our necessities.

Much of the grass th at nature 
! gave us has been eaten away by 
livestock or plowed up by the 


farmer. This leaves the soil un­ 
protected, and it can then be car­ 
ried away by the wind. The wise 
farm er practices farm conservat­ 
ion in order to producebette r food 
with less work on less land. When 
the soil is carried away, the land 
pruduces poor products and what 
Lorenz once said becomes true; 
“Poor land makes poor people and 
poor people make poor land”. Let’s 
not let this happen to Texas and 
Texans. 
1 
Water erosion is the washing 
away of the topsoil. Every year 
tons of our Texas soil are car­ 
ried away by small streams which 
empty into rivers and run into 
larger bodies of water. Much mon­ 
ey is spent each year to clean out 
the topsoil which has gathered 
at the mouth of the river. It has 
also killed many fish which could 
have brought much to Texas if 
they had been saved. Thus it is 
very important that we, as Texans 
keep the soil where it belongs and 
not in the sea or gulf doing no one 
anj good. 
Have we been doing our part to 
keep the soil that is so vital to 
us? It is a job we must do, not 
for our selves only, but ofr Texans 
and Texans-to-come.

Animal Health Is 
Improved by Soil 
Conservation 


By Dr. J. F. Hallmark 
Veterinarian Comanche 
- 


It has been definitely proven 
that soil conservation and the im­ 
provement of soil fertility are very 
inportant to production of healthy 
plants, livesock and humans. 
The nutritional value of the 
food supply and particularly of 
sepcific foods apart from the total 
amount produced, is governed by 
the fertility of the soil. It is in­ 
fluenced by the varions measures 
used in raising the fertility of 
soil from which it is grown. 
The importance of the soil in 
relation to the material require­ 
ments of grazing animals has long 
been recognized. Acute symptoms 
¡of phorsphorus, calcium, cobolt, 
iodine and copper deficiencies in 
certain areas have been identified. 
In our own locality wc often see 
j “creepy” cattle due to jhosphorus 
deficiency. This deficiency can be 
overcome by the use of fertilizers 
which contain phosphate. When 
1 we use these fertilizers, we are not 
necessary fertilizing the plant to 
■ grow, but instead we are fertilijdng 
| the soil thereby making it ^more 
productive and a better media in 
which our plants can grow. 
Those plants and anim als which 
arc deficient fail to make proper 
growth and gain. Not only do they 
; sutler for want of a balanced 
diet, but also do the people who 
eat them. 
! 
If we, as the best fed nation in 
the world, are to stay well fed we 
must m aintain the fertility of our 
| soil and this is best done through 
a well coordinated conservation 
program on each acre of our 
nations land.

They are local farmer organi­ 
zations formed under State laws 
which vary slightly from state to 
state. In all states, the laws re­ 
quire that farmers take the init­ 
iative in setting up a Soil Con­ 
servation 
District. 
They 
must 
first sign a written petition ask­ 
ing for a District, then public 
hearings are held, and the issue 
ultimately put to a vote. 
Officers of Soil Conservation 
Districts must also be local peo­ 
ple. Some states require farmers 
to be land owners in order to be 
a Soil Conservation District Sup­ 
ervisor. Others permit farmers 
who rent their land to serve. 
The local people who manage 
Soil Conservation 
Districts 
are 
non-salaried, much like officials 
of most school boards. In some 
states however, including Texas, 
District Supervisors can collect a 
small per diem while actually at 
work on Soil Conservation Dist­ 
rict business.

Soil imnrovement is slow at 
the best. Tt Is alwavs easier to 
destroy than to build. The use 
of lerumes In rrop rotation is 
beneficial in soil-building. 
Of these, veteh in mv opinion, 
is the best and quickest soil- 
builder. Tt is suitable for seed, 
green manure, or hay crop. Tt 
Is adaptable to most any soil 
tvpe. One mile east of Creamer 
Store on the south side of High­ 
way 36, I have a 30 acre field 
that "wouldn’t sprout peas” un­ 
til it was seeded to vetch several 
times. At this ime. it has a fair 
cron of oats and veteh on it. 
Another legume that I have 


trb’d one year, is Ouar. Ouar has 
onr advantage ovrr vetch It does 
not attract inserts. This is a 
summer legume Can he plant rd 
from May 15 through July. Ouar 
will germinate in light soil mois­ 
ture and come up in four da>s 
after seeding 
The sun doesn't 
get too hot for guar. This is a 
deep-rooted 
plant. 
somewhat 
similar to cotton. 
I have some v^ry promising 
corn where guar grew in 1952. I 
plan to plant guar on the blank 
rows in my corn about the first 
of June. 
I believe this legume would be 
beneficial to the grain farmers 
of Comanche County who don't 
want a grain and vetch com­ 
bination. Ouar can 
be seeded 
after the grain is harvested. 
I believe guar is a good soil 
conditioner worthy of a try by 
Comanche County farm rs.

Little drops of rain and little 
crrains of sand are about the 
most common substance that we 
live with Without them nothing 
could exist. Under certain condi­ 
tions when these two substances 
get together existence becomes 
very ' difficult.

Makes Worthless 
Brushland Pay

John Burton. Comanche, who 
farms and ranches in the New- 
burg community, once had 850 
acres of brush covered bottoms 
and upland range that wasn’t 
worth the fence that was around 
It. 
“Why, you couldn’t kick a 
goat through it. And there prob­ 
ably wasn’t a sprig of grass In 
the whole business,’* Burton says. 
He now has grass over a large 
part of 
it 
and 
Increased 
the 
grazing ten times. He expects to 
double this in carrying capacity 


when the grasses are fully estab­ 
lished. 
Burton Is using a unique meth­ 
od 
of 
re-vegetation 
that 
has 
proved successful on quite a few 
ranges. He has knocked the trees 
over and let them stay Just where 
they fell. Young grass seedlings 
have come 
in on most spots. 
Where they have not. he has I 
thrown seed in and around the 
brush. The brush has protected 
the grass seedlings and allowed 
them to grow’ and produce other 
se"d 
for 
revegetatton. 
As 
the 
range gets covered with the nat­ 
ive grasses or with King Ranch 
Bluestem, the brush Is decaying 
and will be completely gone be­ 
fore long. 
Revegetation of a range takes 
lots of time and hard work, but 
the value received may be worth 
many times the cost of the job. 
There are several means of brush 
control in Comanche County at 
present which are: dozing, kero- 
senlng. 
ester 
sprays, 
slashing. 


girdlings, and a method fairly 
new to Comanche County, chain­ 
ing. 
Burton 
used 
the 
slashing, 
iWtrilinc 
and 
dozing 
methods 
When he rides over his range, 
has the time and feels like it. ( 
he stops and girdles a few trees 
He had a good many acres doz­ 
ed. It has bf^n a continuous 
process since 1947. Mittie Bur­ 
ton. his wife, objected to killing 
the trees at first 
Since seeing 
what has happened, she has be­ 
come an enthusiast and enjoys 
seeing the new grasses that are 
coming in on the ranges 
On one particular sandy post- 
! oak site where there was no nat­ 
ive 
vegetation 
present. 
Burton 
seeded with King Ranch Blue­ 
stem 
without 
disturbing 
the 
ground. The K.R was seeded in 
1951 and has already made a 
good successful stand 
Deferred grazing, 
along with 
rotation grazing, is playing a big 
part in Burton’s program. When 


the time of year rolls around 
for hts grasses to produce seed 
he tries to have tem porary^ias- 
ture to keep his cattle on until 
the seed at" inatur- 
;«*’ does 
not put any cattle on newly doz­ 
ed or cleared 
range until the 
grasses are fully established His 
goats are put on the grasses on­ 
ly during seasons when they will 
not harm the young grasses Of 
course, proper stocking 
is also 
playing a big part in his pro-

When he sees that his 
stock are cuttln gthe grass down 
too fast, he cuts down on the 
number of stoek.

Floods Prove 
Need of Proper 
Dam Construction

fail thad did not have adequate 
spillways, proper dam construction 
or proper fill m aterial. Ponds th at 
were 
adequately 
designed 
and 
built were not damaged. 
Farm ponds th a t are located 
correctly are a valuable asset to 
any farm or ranch. Not only do 
they furnish w ater for livestock, 
but also, food and recreation for 
the farm family when stocked with 
fish and effeciently managed. 
The farm pond should be locat­ 
ed so as to encourage uniform 
grazing. It should not be located 
on a creek or ravine th a t has a 
large drainage area.” This would 
cause excessive silting, thereby re­ 
ducing the life of the pond. 
Before starting a pond, care- 
, ful boring should be m ade in the 
soil to determ ine if the fill m ater- 
, ial is suitable for dam construct­ 
ion and will hold water. 
I 
An adequate spillway m ust be 


provided to handle the peak rate 
¡of run-off, to be expected once in 
inifty years, from 
the drainage 
area above the pond. Natural spill­ 
ways. already covered in sod. arc 
the most desirable type and should 
be disturbed as little as possible 
during pond construction. 
Many factors are taken into 
consideration in 
the design of 
dams and their spillways. These 
include the num ber of drainage 
acree, the kind of cover on the 
land and the slope of the land 
above the pond. 
i 
Many questinos have risen as 
to the necessity of constructing 
dams in three to one foot slopes 
and two to one back slopes. This 
type construction is to give the 
dam enough base and top width 
to prevent the line 
of 
seepage, 
which travels at a 45 degree angle, 
from seeping through the dam and 
causing it to fail by sloughing off 
the back of the dam . 
The pictures above show pond 
w ater flowing safely over a sod­ 
ded spillway and a fenced pond 
1 with w ater trough a t right which 
is desirable. The dam is well sod­ 
ded which will protect it from 
erosion. 
~nugh O ’Brien and son, of the 


’Sweetwater com m unity, had two 
fairly new ponds before the 1952 
flood. One was designed after the 
above specifications and the other 
was not. The proper designed spill­ 
way i.tn water two feet deep from 
the 12 inch rain they received. It 
was not damaged.. W ater ran over 
the dam of the other pond and 
washed it out. There is little need 
to say th at the O’Briens 
fully 
understand the need of a properly 
designed pond and spillway and 
are m ighty proud th a t they had 
at least one pond designed to take 
care of these “one in fifty years’* 
rains.
